Pessimism In Cen tral Emp ires 
Will Lik ely Fo rce New 
‘Peace Offen siv e’

N E W Y O RK . M ay 7.— A period of 
pessimism has begun within the cen­ 
tral empires, because of the cessation 
of von Hindenburg’s bloody offensive 
and a realization that the extravagant 
promises of the 
k aiser’s m ilitarists 
have not been met. 
Henceforth 
increasingly 
serious 
conditions w ill be reported as existing 
in Germ any and 
A ustria 
Hungary. 
The 
kaiser’s 
incorrigibly 
dramatic 
temperament made this reaction dou­ 
bly inevitable by ordering last March 
the announcement in such grandilo­ 
quent terms of H indenburg’s, 
spring 
slaughter. 
Nevertheless, caution is necessary 
in interpreting too optim istically the 
im m ediate results of the disappointed 
hopes of the Germ an and Austro-Hun­ 
garian 
pople. 
Although 
Hindenburg 
has been checked, the kaiser can tell 
his subjects that G erm any’s position 
at the peace conference 
has 
been 
greatly strengthened because of the 
Picard y offensive. 
T h is is the final 
card that the Hohenzollerns have to 
play. 
That the argum ent will be used 
with all- the desperation of despair is 
certain. 
But, to m ake it effective, the 
kaiser must show there is a possibil­ 
ity of a peace conference being called 
in the immediate future at which the 
Germ an gains in P ic a rd y and FTanders 
can he capitalized. 
The German governm ent, therefore, 
must start another peace drive at the 
earliest possible moment. 
It w ill be 
necessary for the allies to block this 
crafty new offensive before it gathers 
serious impetus. 
A conference to end 
the w ar under present m ilitary condi­ 
tions would be interpreted by the peo­ 
ple of Germ any and Austria-Hungary 
as having been forced on the allies by 
H indenburg’s drive against the west 
front. 
If peace overtures from the central 
em pires are rejected at this time, the 
kaiser’s m ilitarists m ust at once take 
up perm anently defensive positions in 
the west to meet A m erica’s final blow 
for the triumph of democracy. 
W hen 
the Germ an people 
realize 
that 
a 
Hohenzollern peace is impossible and 
that A m erica’s m illions are preparing 
to strike, then only w ill 
there 
be 
created an environm ent of alarm bor­ 
dering on panic, w hich is im perative 
before kaiserism can be overthrown.

N E W Y O RK , M a y 7.— Von Hinden­ 
burg’s w ar of movement, which was to 
force the allies out of their trenches 
and perm it G erm any to win 
by 
su­ 
perior tactical ab ility, has settled back 
into trench conditions again with the 
perm anent advantage wholly on the 
side of the allies’ superior man power. 
The major result of Hindenburg’s 
drive lias been the extension of the 
German front, accom panied by a seri­ 
ous decline, through casualties, of the 
number of Germ an soldiers who can 
hold the enlarged 
line of trenches. 
Am erican troops are fast arriving in 
F'rance by tens of thousands to re­ 
place the Anglo F’rench losses and to 
take 
over 
im portant 
sectors 
of 
trenches. 
Hindenburg has no such re­ 
serve force. 
H ence his mad adventure 
in search of a w ar of movement must 
be regarded as a gigantic blunder with 
the return to trench methods of fight­ 
ing. 
The only possible element of suc­ 
cess for the Hohenzollerns in, the pres­ 
ent situation should be the ending of 
the w ar under the conditions now ex­ 
isting. 
If that w e re to occur, H inden­ 
burg could well claim a victory. 
Any 
other developm ent than this, which in 
itself is inconceivable, must create in­ 
creasing despair am ong those Germans 
who still retain norm al reasoning fac­ 
ulties. 
A simple continuation of the old con­ 
dition of deadlock w ill 
find 
Hinden­ 
burg in a far worse position than he 
was in before he began his drive for 
the capture of the channel ports. Not 
only is his man power depleted and 
his defensive front increased, hut also 
he lias created at home an intensely 
disappointed public opinion. There can 
be no question but that German ex­ 
pectations were w ild ly optim istic for 
a quick victorious peace when H in ­ 
denburg’s offensive was so grandilo­ 
quently started seven weeks ago.

PRESIDENTIAL POWERS 


The United States senate has passed the Overman 
bill, giving the president larger administrative powers, 
in its present form, the measure authorizes him to “ make 
such redistribution of functions among executive agencies 
as he may deem necessary, and to utilize, co-ordinate and 
consolidate any executive or administrative commissions, 
bureaus, agencies, offices or officers now existing by law, 
to transfer any duties or powers from one existing depart­ 
ment, or to transfer the personnel thereof.” 


This means, roughly, that the president is to be 
allowed to handle all the executive departments just 
about as he chooses. 
He can cut away the red tape 
that has so long bound departmental work. 
He can get 
rid of “ dead timber” and put in live men where they are 
needed. 
He can shift office forces around as he likes, 
lie can re-organlze the whole huge system, if he cares to. 
In view of the big. non-partisan majority given the! 
bill in the senate, it seems sure to pass the house in 
somewhat similar form. 
The powers conferred are 
great, but in the matured opinion of the senate, no greater 
than should be wielded, in this crisis, by the commander 
in-chief of our army and navy. 
The public looks at the 
matter in the same way. 


The public rejoices in this seeming evidence that 
the long and harmful struggle between the executive 
and legislative departments is coming to an end. 
And 
the congressmen who have professed such alarm at the 
idea of “ executive encroachment” need not worry. 
The 
new powers are to expire automatically with the end of 
the war, and congress can modify them before that if it 
seems wise. 
The dignity and authority of congress need 
not suffer loss. 


And the wives wishing, 
And the mothers wishing. 
There is only one way now, only the w aj of 
the red tubes and the great price. 
Look! 
The Four Brothers march 
And hurl their big shoulders 
And swear the job shall be done. 
Out of the wild finger writing north and 
south, east and west, over the blood-crossed, 
blood-dusty ball of earth, 
Out of it all a God who knows is sweeping 
clean, 
Out of it all a God who sees and pierces 
through is breaking and cleaning up an old thou­ 
sand years, is making ready for a new thousand 
years. 
The Four Brothers shall be five, and more. 
Under the chimneys of the winter time the 
children of the world shall sing new songs.

O U T B U R S T S OF E V E R E TT T R U E 
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EXPLANATIONS 


The explanations of the German press regarding our 
part in the war continue to contribute to the amusement 
of nations. 
The German editors first assured their readers tha 
we wouldn’t enter the war because we didn’t have the 
nerve; and besides, our German-Americans wouldn’t let 
us. 
When we declared war they maintained that it was 
merely a bluff; we couldn’t raise an army. 
When we 
raised a big army they insisted that we couldn’t get it 
across, on account of their all-powerful U-boats. 
Now they have been trying to explain away the fact 
that “ notwithstanding our brilliant submarine successes,’ 
as the Berliu Lokal-Anzeiger puts it, Germany has noi 
been sinking our transports, and our troops are reaching 
France in a steady and continually swelling stream. Anc 
so they find refuge in the argument that, after all, it 
doesn’t matter. 
It would be foolish to make any elab 
orate effort to check our transport service. 
“ If America could send 1,000,000 soldiers, they coulc 
not. be fed. 
Our war aim would be reached as well then 
as if they were drowned.” 
It's perfectly simple. 
Germany is luring our troops 
across in order to let them starve to death, thereby savin; 
the expenditure of torpedoes. 
And if the German people are ready, with their usuai 
gullibility, to swallow that kindergarden logic, let them 
do it. 


THE WASTE EXHIBIT 


A big manufacturing plant recently was the scene oi 
a traveling anti-waste exhibit. 
It was found that a con 
siderable amount of food and manufacturing material 
was wasted daily in that plant. 
Employes wasted be­ 
tween $35 and $50 worth of food every day. 
Of course 
that came out of their own pockets, too. 
The waste in 
materials of production went up into the hundreds of 
dollars a day. 
That came out of the company’s funds. 
Neither kind of loss was necessary. 
The management fitted up a storage-battery truck 
as a traveling exhibit. 
Laid out upon it were such items 
as bread, butter, meats, cakes, crackers, pickles, cheese, 
fruits, etc., thrown away by employes. 
There was an­ 
other collection of manufacturing material, copper, zinc, 
lead, mica, rubber, felt, gum and other materials that 
could be used to advantage but which had been tlirowr. 
aside as waste. 
This truck with its strange burden was driven along 
the shop aisles. 
Employes looked at it, and no doubt 
profited by its picturesquely told lesson. 
Suppose the average store or business office or 
household fitted up an anti-waste exhibit of the things 
carelessly thrown out in the course of any day. 
It might 
prove quite as startling an object lesson as the one in 
the factory. 


ROAD REPAIR 


The New York legislature has voted $1,000,000 as 
an emergency fund for highway repair and maintenance. 
The measure is frankly regarded as military. 
State roads were in such bad condition that the 
transport from western factories of m ilitary supplies 
essential for our armies abroad was seriously hindered. 
Those roads had become, for all practical purposes, “ mil­ 
itary roads,’’ and had to be maintained as such. 
The 
improvement work decided upon will make them avail­ 
able. 


The matter might be looked at in a still broader way. 
Today it is hard to say that any road is not in reality a 
military road. 
Almost every highway has a war use. 
just as almost every industry has. 
The development of 
motor truck traffic has added immensely to the trans­ 
portation value of rural roads. 
Main thoroughfares are 
pretty sure to carry war material of some sort. 
And 
every thoroughfare, however remote, is needed to carry 
food, which is just as mportant. 
Every state in the bunion might, well regard every 
road as military, and proceed accordingly to make its 
whole network of inter-city transportation more service­ 
able. 
More money ought to be spent on roads this year 
than ever before. 
Not grafted, not wasted, but spent for 


value. 


Our national debt has risen to about $75 per capita. 
Germany’s is about $380. The difference between the two 
figures represents the per capita indemnity the kaiser 
would impose on us could he win. 
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When the war broke out Europe’s affairs were not 
very well understood in this country. 
It is doubtful if 
many Americans recognized at the start that the struggle 
was one between democracy and privilege. 
Political 
reforms in some of the entente countries, in Russia and 
even in England, obscured that issue to some extent. 
Germany was autocratic and militaristic, but so was 
Russia. 
If England were neither, it was at least aristo­ 
cratic. 
It was easy, therefore, to accept the war as one 
of the old historic sort, with roots in territorial and trade 
rivalries. 


This confusion has now disappeared from our think­ 
ing and we can see the war for wdiat it is. 
W e can see 
n the* German system the most hateful form of privilege 
ntrenched as it never was in any other country. 
It had 
•onquered and subjugated the German people and the 
German mind, which privilege in no other country ever 
had done, not even in Russia. 
Having done that, it 
cached out to conquer and subjugate the peoples of other 
countries. 
Any other considerations that, entered into 
the struggle were subsidiary. 
The war was the march of 
the German system, and that march democracy had to 
Hop or perish from the earth. 


Democracy's triumph in this war will be over priv­ 
ilege everywhere as well as over the German form of it. 
That triumph is already under way. 
Lloyd George, at the 
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ng anything about it, and caring as little. 
The wars 
>f those days were the business of the English governing 
lass, just as war now is the business of the German gov­ 
erning class. 
Privilege made wars for its own ends and 
ended them on terms made round a table. 
That is the 
way German privilege started this war, and that is the 
way it expected to end it. 
But imagine the consternation 
>f German privilege when it looks around and sees no 
English, French or American privilege to treat with! 
That is why Germany is defeated, even if she does not 
ret know it. 


Americans can see this truth about the war now. 
The French poilu and the British Tommy are not dif- 
erent from the American soldier who knows himself a 
later of privilege and voted like one at home. When the 
hree meet in the trench they will discover their likeness, 
rhese are the men that will settle the business with Ger- 
nan privilege.

profu sion. 
T he dead bodies both of 
the enemy and the attack ing troops do 
not produ ce the sam e painfu l degree of 
impression. 
T here is this difference. 
T he dead 
soldiers have done their du ty and their 
role is ended. 
Bu t all this m aterial 
was made throu gh long hou rs of sw eat 
and labor, and toil to be u sed in say­ 
ing the fatherland and here it all is 
lying in great q u antities u nu sed abou t 
a dead battlefield, having 
u nfu lfilled 
its pu rpose and having served no end. 
It is the thou ght of this gre a t waste 
of hu man geniu s, of hu m an sk ill, of 
hu m an toil tha t produ ces the painfu l 
impression—or rather that did produ ce 
it in the early days of the war. 
Now nothing goes to w aste on the 
battlefield. 
W ith the great cost and 
difficu lty of m anu factu ring 
w a r 
ma­ 
terial, with the steady decrease in the 
w or ld s su pply of material from which j 
these things a re made, F ra nc e a t least, I 
sees to it tha t nothing falls short of 
serving the pu rpose 
for 
w hich it is 
made. 
Hardly have the troops passed for­ 
ward in an a tta c k than a second army, 
u su ally of aged territorials, follows it 
onto the battlefield 
and 
begins the 
cleaning u p process. S om etim es their 
companions call them the “rag-pick ers 
of the arm y" a nd som etim es the “div­ 
ers for spoils,” bu t in the pre se nt of­ 
ficial organization of the F re nc h arm y 
they rank as a very im portant corps. 
Their work , too, is often a s d anger­ 
ou s as that of the troops w ho dash to 
the assau lt as not only have they to 
handle abandoned explosives of the 
m ost perilou s k ind to tou ch bu t often 
enou gh their w ork lias to be carried on 
u nder a terrific bom bardm ent. 
Bu t they do it as heroically, as stoic­ 
ally and as methodically a s do their 
brother territorials who carry the hot 
sou p u p to the fighting line throu gh a 
barrage of machine-gu n tiro, shrapnel 
and high explosives. 
F irst there a re the u nu sed F rench 
shells which the batteries and trencii 
m ortars had to abandon as they dash­ 
e d forward. 
Som etim es the y lie in 
piles of half a dozen 
or 
m ore 
and 
som etim es sc attered singly abou t. Bu t 
everyone is exceedingly valu able for 
the metal of w hich it is made, for the 
high explosives it contains, 
for 
the 
sk ill and geniu s that has gone into the 
constru ction of its highly perfected 
fu se and m echanism . 
Less delicately 
m ade trench bom bs and aerial torpe­ 
does are lik ew ise gathered u p. 
More d angerou s are the u nexploded 
Germ an shells, which 
lie 
scattered 
abou t. 
They m ay explode at the first 
hu man tou ch, bu t nevertheless 
they 
m u st be gathered u p both for the re­ 
moval of su ch a menace and for the 
valu e of the m aterial they contain.
